THREAT OF FORCE 
FOR PARK BOARD, 


Alton Road Says It Will Use 
Army of Men to Protect Dis- 
puted Right of Way 

Boulevard. 


South Side Commissioners Send 
a Notice to Vacate West- 
ern Avenue Within 
Three Days. 


An army of men that will sweep the south 
park police force from Western avenue bou- 
bevard has been threatened by Samwell M. 
Felton, president of the Chicago and Alton 
railroad, in case of the park board’s inter- 
ference with the company’s claimed right of 
way over the boulevard at Thirty-seventh 


street, 


In anewer to Mr. Felton the park commis- 
sioners yesterday afternoon instructed Pres- 
ident Henry G. Foreman to use all the force 
and money necessary to maintain the board's 
position that the company shall not build a 
solid elevated embankment over part of the 
boulevard. 

While the contending parties are exchang- 
ing ultimatums police are on guard at the 
scene, and have been ordered to prevent the 
road from dumping any more materials at 
that crossing. 

Felton Talks of Bloodshed. 

“You want bloodshed,” President Felton 
Was reported as declaring when he was told 
that the police would be ordered to stop his 
workmen. “ You want bloodshed. You want 
trouble. The sand has been placed there by 


my order and this company will not brook | 


any interference. Any attempt on the part 


of the South park police to prevent the ele- | 


vation of the tracks across the boulevard 
will be resisted by an army of men.” 

This version of Mr. Felton’s declaration 
was reported to the South park commission- 
ers at their meeting by R. P. Hollett, their 
attorney, and William Best was on his feet 
in an instant. 

“I move,” he said, “that the president 
be empowered and authorized to expend any 
money necessary to preserve and protect our 
rights, and to employ any number of police- 
men necessary to enforce his orders.’’ 

The motion was seconded and carried. . 


Climax to Long Dispute. 

Two carloads of sand that were unloaded 
on the boulevard by the railroad precipitated 
the trouble. For a year and a half the com- 
missioners and the Alton have disputed the 
right of way. An ordinance was prepared 
providing that the elevated crossings should 
be steel and fron structures extending over 
the drive and graae plat. 

All the railroads crossing the boulevard, 
with the exception of the Alton, agreed to 
the ordinance. The Alton wants to build a 
solid embankment over the grass plat and 
have the structure open only over the drive- 


way. 
Delayed by Signs of Peace. 

President Foreman was instructed, on July 
15, to notify the company to remove the 
sand within three days. He delayed sending 
the notice, after Attorney Hollett had con- 
ferred with the counsel for the railroad, and 
had expressed the belief that the matter 
could be settled amicably. Tuesday morn- 
ing Mr. Hollett called on the railroad’s at- 
torney, and the matter was taken up with 
President Felton. The following was At- 
torney Hollett’s report of the conference: 

‘*Get out an injunction and stop us,"’ sug- 
gested President Felton. 

“I shall advise the board to make no ap- 
plication for an injunction,”’ said Mr. Hol- 
lett. *‘ That will only delay the matter. We 
have had delays enough,” and Mr. Hollett 
started for the door. 

“Well, what do you intend to do?” de- 
manded Mr. Felton. 

“T shall advise the board to enforce its 
order,” replied Mr. Hollett, who later reported 
that this answer brought on the outburst 
from Mr. Felton regarding force. 


Railroad Given Three Days. 


President Foreman then sent the follow- 
ing communication to the Alton officials: 

Chicago, July 28.—The Chicago and Alton rail- 
roa4 company—Gentlemen: I am instructed by the 
south park commissioners to notify you to remove 
the sand recently deposited by you on the Western 
Avenue boulevard within three days from the date 
hereof. Kindly give this matter your immediate 
attention and oblige. Yours truly, 

HENRY G. FOREMAN, President. 


Foreman Marshals His Troops. 

At the same time President Foreman made 
his first call for troops, and issued instruc- 
tions for their movement and assembling. 
His “‘ general order No. 1” was addressed to 
J. F. Foster, South park superintendent, and 
was as follows: 

Please see that the police are instructed to per- 
mit the removal of this sand, if the road attempts 
to comply with the notice. Also ins t them that 
they are to resist any attempt to p further ma- 
terial on the crossing and see that arrangements 
are made so that a suitable force can be quickly 
called if required. You will understand that if the 
company desires to make ordinary repairs of its 
road bed, necessary for its safety (such as tight- 
ening bolts, etc.), such repairs will not be inter- 
fered with. 

Supt. Foster has arranged for the imme- 
diate gathering of any force that might be 
required. He reported to President Foreman 
that he could collect 500 men if necessary. 


Calls Felton’s Talk a Bluff. 

“The railroad, through President Felton, 
has made a big ‘ bluff ’ and we have called it,” 
said Mr. Foreman. “ There is no doubt of 
the validity of our position and the correct- 
ness of our claim. No more sand will be 
dumped there and our ordinance will be ac- 
cepted by the railroad. These people will 
have to back down. 

“Mr. Hollett, our representative, was in- 
sulted by President Felton. There was no 
oceasion for his outbreak. As soon as I 
heard of it I at once sent a fina! notice to the 
railroad, and we are ready to meet the com- 
pany at any time.” 


Offer Many Park Sites. i 
The proceedings of the board also were en- 
livéned by the appearance of petitioners from 
South Chicago and the town of Lake for 
various small parks sites. State's Attorney 
Charles 8. Deneen urged the purchase of the 
eigtity acres owned in part by Mrs. Hetty 
Green at Sixty-third street and Center ave- 
nue. About fifty tracts of land were offered, 
and they were referred for tabulation. 
The board will have a final hearing with

Uncle Sam's navy and army were repre- 
sented in two romances which developed yes- 
terday in the vicinity of Chicago. 

- In the case of the navy, it was the discovery 
of the secret marriage five years ago of an 
enlisted seaman, now in Chinese waters; the 


army man, on the other hand, was married 


yesterday after eix years of the ups and 
downs of wooing. : 

Louis Proulx, son of one of East Chicago's 
leading families, and Miss Mary McKee, 
Gaughter of ex-Adj. Gen. McKee of Indiana, 
were the principals in the naval romance. 


Meets Fate While in Camp. 
‘When the Spanish-American war began, in 
1898, Proulx left Hammond for Indianapolis 
and enlisted in the Indiana naval reserves. 
While encamped there he met Miss McKee, 
who was inspecting the camp with her father, 
and fell in love with her. 

The young sailor’s love was reciprocated 
ardently, but parental objections were in- 
terposed and the McKees kept close watch 
on their daughter. 


Secret Marriage Revealed. 

In a letter received yesterday by the young 
man’s parents it developed that the girl 
stole away from home and married Proulx 
before the war called him away. Proulx and 
his young bride swore to keep the marriage 
a secret, and he was sent to the United States 
ship Wilmington, stationed in Chinese wa- 
ters. 

For five years he has stuck to his duties, 


cheered by his secret wife's letters and con- 


soled once by a sight of her when she visited 
China with a party of friends. 

Proulx’s term of enlistment is now almost 
finished and he is billed for promotion. He 
will soon leave China for home and he will 
claim his bride. Then he will take her back 
to China, 

Six Years to Win Bride. 

It took Sergeant Richard McPhee, U. 8. A., 
six years to win his bride. Six years ago he 
was engaged to Miss Belle Ritchie of Elwood, 
Ind. When he enlisted in the Twenty-eighth 
infantry Miss Ritchie broke the engagement, 
saying she would never marry an army man, 

McPhee served in Cuba as a private, but 
later went to the Philippines, where he was 


‘ promoted to a sergeancy. A month ago he 


returned on furlough. The first thing he did 
was to visit the home of his sweetheart and 
take up his wooing where he had left off. 

Miss Ritchie, pleased with her lover's rec- 
ord in the army, had relented. Not only aid 
she promise to marry him but she stipulated 
an army wedding. Yesterday morning they 
arrived in Chicago, and three hours later 
were married at Fort Sheridan by Father BE. 
V. Vattman, the chaplain.

HEROISM COSTS LIFE. 


Pennsylvanian Drowns with the 
_ Girl He Would Rescue, 
THOUSANDS SEE STRUGGLE. 


Atlantic City Visitors Watch Couple 
Go to Their Death. 


Atlantic City, N. J., July 29.—[Special.]— 
Yiunging into the surf in a heroic but unsuc- 
cessful effort to save the life of Miss Merle 
Shanndn of Williamsport, Pa., Dr. Joseph 
Melvin, a prominent physician of Carbon- 
dale, Pa., lost his life this afternoon between 
4 and 5 o’clock. The heroism and double 
drowning were witnessed by thousands of 
persons who watch the life and death | 
struggle in the breakers from the beach and 
the board walk. 


Is Carried Into Deep Water. 

The tragedy took place at the sea end of 
New Jersey avenue. The girl was in the 
water and was breasting the breakers a con- 
siderable distance from the shore when a 
powerful breaker lifted her off her feet and 
carried her into deep water. The current 
swept her around the end of the jetty at the 
point where the water is fifteen or twenty 
feet in depth. Not knowing how to swim, she 
began the struggle and shrieked for help. 

Dr. Melvin had accompanied her into the 
surf. Without a thought of personal dan- 
ger, and knowing he would be helpless, as 
he was but a poor swimmer, he plunged to 
his fate. Dr. Melvin struggled to the side 
of the drowning girl and caught her bathing 
skirt. He clung to it for a minute or more, 
when another breaker separated him from 
his hold. 

_-. Life Guards Are Too Late. 

Three life guards rushed into the water. 
Guard Anderson, with a lifeline, reached 
Dr. Melvin just as he became unconscious. 
The guard began to work in towards the 
shore with him. The other two guards made 
a dive for the disappearing form of the girl, 
but it had been carried away and could not 
be found. 

Persons om the beach dragged in the line 
which was held by Guard Anderson, who 
bore in his arms the inanimate form of Dr. 
Melvin. Energetic efforts of the guard to 
revive respiration failed. 

The double tragedy attracted several thou- 
sand excited persons to the scene. In the 
crowd was Mrs. John Melvin of Carbondale, 
Pa., mother of the drowned bather. She 


‘worked her way through the deep circle of 


which surrounded the life guard at 
work, unconscious of the fact that it was her 
son from whom life had fled. She did not 
discover it until she was beside the corpse. 
Capsizing of Canoe Drowns Three. 
Beaumaris, Ont., July 29.—[Special.]—Jo- 
seph Hosack of Carnegie, Pa., Walter Mehard, 
Mertef; Pa., and an unknown companion 
were drowned Sunday night by the capsizing 
of their canoe near Gravenhurst, on Muskoka 
lake. Hosack was a Princeton man, and 
Mehard a Johns Hopkins medical student.

TOWN OUSTS A UNION 


Striking Miners Run Out of Idaho 


BANKER LEADS THE CROWD, 


Leading Citizens Take Step as Measure 
of Self-Protection. 


Idaho Springs, Colo., July 29.—[Special.]— 
The Business Men’s alliance tonight met at 
the town hall and resolved themselves into a 
vigilance committee to clear the town of all 
members of the Western Federation of 
Miners, whom they accuse of blowing up the 
Sun and Moon mine buildings last night. 

After hearing addresses the meeting, under 
the leadership of President Hanchett of the 
local national bank they marched to the 
county jail and ordered the fourteen miners 
held there under suspicion to march out. 


Warned Not to Return. 

They were ordered to leave town instantly 
and not to appear again under penalty of 
more drastic treatment. The prisoners were 
then ordered into line and with lock step 
marched down the cafion. Some of them 
pleaded that they were without funds and 
a subscription was taken up by the mob 
and handed to the miners. There was no 
evidence against the men, but the committee 
decided that the explosion could be traced to 
the agitation that had been maintained since 
the strike last fall. 

Mayor Upholds the Action. 

At the meeting Mayor Dick said it had come 
to a question as to whether the people of 
Idaho Springs should run the town or a few 
agitators be permitted to dictate the policy, 
and urged that it was time for the citizens to 
be awake to their own.

All Vote for Prompt Action. 

In closing he moved that the gathering 
proceed to take such action, which motion 
was seconded by a dozen people.

He said that he recognized in the citizens’ 
gathering tonight the bone and sinew of the 
town, representing the social, moral, and 
business interests of the community, but 
urged that they take no steps that were not 
within the limit of the law.

Danville, July 29.—[Special. ]}—Fourtees 
men charged with being members of the mou 
which assaulted the county jail Saturday 
night were arrested today by Sheriff Whit« 
lock and his deputies. Coincident with their 
arrest a special session of the grand jury haa 
been called. The grand jury of the May term 
of court, which has not been concluded, will 
reconvene Monday afternoon to take up the 
riot in detail. 


} Warrants for at least thirty more men 


charged with participating in the riot. were 
sworn out today and placed in the hands of 
deputy sheriffs. 

The arrests today are regarded as merely 
the beginning of the campaign to be made 
against the rioters by the authorities. Be- 
tween 75 and 100 warrants will be sworn out 
in all, and the authorities announce that they 
will make every effort to accumulate enough 
evidence to convict those who participated in 
the scenes of Saturday night. The next few 
days are expected to witness arrests by the 
wholesale. 

Troaps Still on Guard. 


Two companies of the Seventh regiment are 
still in the city and will remain here for sev- 
eral days. The troops are still encamped op- 
posite the jail and the picket lines are out. 

Sheriff Whitlock today summoned to the 
city all of the deputy sheriffs in various parts 
of the county. They have all arrived and 
will not only assist the sheriff in arresting 
rioters but will also swell the numbers of 
the defenders of the jail. Sheriff Whitlock’s 
force of deputies now in the city numbers 
twenty-five, a sufficient force, it is thought, 
to successfully defend the jail even if the 
troops leave. The arrests have caused much 
comment, but there seems to be no danger of 
any uprising on the part of the friends of 
tho imprisoned men, and, while guarding 
against any possible contingency, the author- 
ities expect no trouble.

Gov. Durbin Becomes Famous. 

New York, July 29.—[{Special.}—The follow- 
ing excerpts from an article on “Mob Rule of 
Law,” in this week's Independent, written 
by Gov. Winfield T: Durbin, and the recent 
energetic action of the governor at the time 
of the lynching fn Indfana, have brought 
him into wide public notice. 

In his article the governor says: * 

“Tt is a dangerous thing to possess free 


' Institutions without knowing the cost at 


which they have been attained, or realizing 
that eternal vigilance is the price of their 
maintenance. The machinery of monarch- 
ical government is everywhere apparent. 
The machinery of our government moves 
noiselessly; it is, in effect, invisible. Those 
in authority are citizens among citizens. 

“It is easy to understand how it is that 
under such conditions the patriotism of a 
generation which has received free institu- 
tions as an inherftance, which has neither 
won them nor defended them, and looks in- 
frequently upon the things that symbolize 
the national authority, may lapse into leth- 
argy in an era of commercialism such as 
that in which we live. 


“ Bvidences of the negative possibilities 


of patriotism grown quiescent, of respect 
for decaying through sheer forgetfulness of 
first principles, of a popular will vitiated 
through lack of conscious exercise, and fal- 
tering in the execution of the defense of 
laws which are its own expression, are at 


. jhand in the rise of a mob spirit utterly with- 


out palliation in a country where all laws 
are popular creations and where all offi- 
clals exercising administrative and judicial 
functions are made and may be unmade at 
the ballot box. 

“'The methods of extenuation adopted by 
a few public and many private apologists for 
lynch law have become familar. The awful- 
ness of the crime and the outraged sense of 
justice it arouses are pictured in palliation. 

“But the essential issue raised by the 
rioters is not between the mob and its victim 
cr his crime, but between the mob and the 
law. Thée law is so much outraged by a 
lynching based on a heinous crime as by a 
lynching without provocation. 

sweep of the mob spirit through a 
community is like the rush of water through 
a sewer—it collects and tosses into the flood 
all that is vilest in its pathway, and before 
the course of the current is run the filth is on 
the surface. 


 Law’s Delays Are Necessary. 

“ The delays of the courte and the discrim- 
ination of officials in the execution of the 
laws is often assigned as an explanation, if 
not in palliation, of the mob spirit. By 
whom are judicial and executive officers 
chosen? By whom were the delays of the 
Jaw. deliberately decreed? They are in large 
part the safeguards reared by the people 
themselves for their own protction against 
summary procedure. What member of an 
American mob charged with crime would 


look ‘upon these safeguards otherwise than 


as essential accompaniments of free govern- 
ment? 

“Let us place against these apologies for 
mob rule a few essential and well established 
principles. No government can endure with 
the court and the mob seeking to exercise 
identical functions. Either the supremacy 
of the law must be established beyond ques- 
tion or free rein must be given to the fury 
of riotous assemblages engaged in trampling 
ell law into the dust. Anarchy and consti- 
tutional government may not thrive within 
the same geographical limits. If guilty men 
are to be hanged or burned by ‘ good citi- 
zens" today under the summary procedure 
of brute force, then innocent’ men may be 
hanged or burned tomorrow by bad citizens 
operating under the same warrant. 

“The man who invokes violence in an as- 
sault on the law must be struck down by the 
law's strong arm.”

Late. King Humbert Are. 
Held at Same Time.

ROME, July 29.—Cardinal Oreglia today 

invited the cardinals to enter the conclave 
on Friday afternoon. The doors will not, 
however, be closed until Sunday morning, 
and the conclave will not commé€nce until 


which the cardinals will occupy during the 
conclave. The cell bearing the number 58 
fell to Cardinal Rampolla. According to the 
cabalistic code of the Roman populace the 
number 58 signifies “ pope,” and since the 
drawing of the lots for the conclave cells 
not a single man or woman among the lower 
classes of the Roman populace has the slight- 
est doubt of Cardinal Rampolla’s election to 
the chair of St. Peter. : 

The session of cardinals today occupied 
orly fifteen minttes. An innovation noted 
was in’ the introduction of a buffet with 
ice water and vermouth. eo 

Cardinal Oreglia di Santo Stefano, the 
president, distributed the voting papers for 
the conclave. He explained the manner in 
which the ballots are to be used. A vote will 
‘be taken at 10 o'clock each morning and at 
the afternoon sessions cardinals desiring to 
change their votes can do so, the others 
casting a blank vote. This process is desig- 
nated as ‘‘accession”’ and the practical 
effect is that two ballots will be taken daily. 


Ask About Vatican Millions. 
For a long time after the meeting the car- 
dinals remained in groups, discussing various 
questions, the foreign cardinals especially 
making searching inquiries to learn how so 
many millions of dollars left by Pope Pius 
disappeared. The amount was estimated at 
nearly $20,000,000, and Pope Leo’s bequests 
are valued at $7,000,000. The cardinals also 
are seeking information as to the exact finan- 
cial resources of the holy see, The impres- 
sion gains ground that the conclave will be 


short. 
Sixty-two Cardinals in Rome. 

With the arrival here of Cardinal Prisco, 
archbishop of Naples, the number of car- 
dinals who wil participate in the conclave is 
complete, and totals sixty-two. Of the two 
remaining, Cardinal Celesia, archbishop of 
Palermo, cannot leave Palermo because of 
his health, and age Moran, archbishop 
of Sydney, N. 8. W., cannot, it is believed, 
arrive here before Aug. 20. | 
All the diplomats accredited to the vatican 
have left their cards at Cardinal Gibbons’ 
residence, and he has been visited by the 
high ecclesiastica) dignitaries and the chiefs 
of the religious orders. , 

From the estimates made the cost to the 
holy see of the various ceremonies, from the 
death of Pope Leo to the election of his suc- 
cessor, if it takes place within a few days, 
will be $400,000. 

Contrasting Scenes in City.

Several thousand of the anti-clericals and 
supporters of the Italian government 
marched to the pantheon to pay homage 
to the memories of King Humbert and King 
Victor Emmanuel, who are buried there. 

At the same time the vatican state car- 
riages and the private carriages of the car- 
dinals and high dignitaries of the Roman 
Catholic church could be seen on every hand. 

The civic ceremonies were orderly and 
respectful in every way and wherever it 
happened that a church dignitary came in 
contact with the day’s affairs he was treated 
with perfect courtesy. 


Masses for Pope and for King. 

At the vatican, in the Sistine chapel, a 
solemn requiem mass was intoned, with all 
the solemnity the Roman Catholic church 
can impose, for the repose of the soui of Leo 
XIIL, the spiritual monarch, who claimed 
Rome as his capital. At the same time an- 
other and no less solemn requiem mass waa 
being celebrated in the Pantheon for the re- 
pose of the soul of King Humbert, the tem- 
poral monarch, the capital of whose kingdom 
was Rome. 

King Vietor Emmanuel and the Dowager 
Queen Margaret came here on purpose to 
attend the annual mass, which is celebrated 
on the anniversary of the assassination of 
King Humbert, three years ago. The king 
drove to the Pantheon and arrived there in 
time to meet Queen Margaret, who was 
dressed in deepest biack. 

In the evening there was a public proces- 
sion in the streets to the tombs of King 
Humbert and King Victor Emmanuel. It 
passed off quietly, though thousands of per- 
sons witnessed the demonstration and the 
procession itself was over a mile in length.

Arrest of H. A. Bradford of St.

First Case a Year Ago.

MASSACRE ALL OF A 


MOB BUTCHERS RELIGIOUS RE- 
FORMERS IN PERSIA. 


Forees Governor of the Province of 
Yeud to Shoot Man from the Mouth 
of a Cannon—Women Are Beaten 
and Killed and Their Bodies 
Dragged Through the Streets—Fa- 
natical Element Rules the City for 
Over Two Weeks.

LONDON, July 30, 3 a. m.—The Times this 
morning describes a serious religious riot in 
the city and province of Yezd, im central! Per- 
sia, which lasted more than a fortnight and 
culminated at the end of June. The out- 
break was directed against religious reform- 
ers called Babis. 

In the city for two days every Babi found 
wae butchered by the rabble, and the muti- 
lated bodies were dragged through the 
streets, followed by exultant crowds Houses 
were looted! women beaten and killed, and 
finally the priestly leaders of the riot en- 
joined the populace to bring all the remain- 
ing Babis before them or the governor for 
judgment. 

The governor refused at first to yield to 
the threats of the mob, but his palace was 
surrounded by. menating men, and the fol- 
lowing day he consented. One Babi taken 
before him was blown from the mouth ofa 
cannon, and another was killed and dragged 
through the town. 

Yezd population of 40,000. It is a 
walled city surrounded by a deep trench, and 
ia famous for its bazaars.

CALLS SOUTH DAKOTA “WILD.” 


State’s Divorce Laws and Civilization 
Questioned by Counsel in a Lon- 
don Suit.

His 
petition, therefore, was dismissed, and ar- 
gument on the points of law involved was 
postponed until tomorrow.

Papp, which the latter accepted in order to 
be able to prove his allegations. 

Deputy Lovaszy said that the editor of the 
Magyar Orszag had been asked how much 
money would be required to buy off that 
newspaper's support of the obstructionists. 

There were stommny scenes in the diet this 
afternoon when the premier, Count Heder- 
vary, rose to commence the debate on the 
indemnity bill.

The tribune was soon 
filled with shouting deputies and amidst the 
tumult the session was again suspended 
and orders were given that the house should 
sit with closed doors. 

After the session was suspended for the 
second time the obstructionists declared that 
orderly debate was impossible until the 
bribery question had been cleared up.

History of Sanders Tracts. 


These two cases developed the history of 
the Sanders deeds, which included nine land 
grants of 5,000 acres each in Scott county. 
The grants, it is said, conveyed no title ex- 
cept quitclaim for public domain, to which 
none existed in Scott county, as all the pub- 
lic land had been filed upon while the terri- 
tory was in the counties of Campbell and 
Fentress. The registrar's office in Hunts- 
ville shows that from this total] grant of 
45,000 acres, 238,000 acres had been sold 
under the name of George P. Sanders by 
various land swindlers. 

As soon the Sanders clews were found 
many arrests followed. John A. Cobb was 
‘arrested in West Baden, Ind., Feb. 26, 1903, 
and held until inspectors arrived from Hunts- 
ville, where they had gone to arrest L. R. 
Jeffries, an attorney, on a charge of issuing 
fraudulent abstracts for land and selling them 
at $5 each. 

Cobb, it is said, had papers in his posses- 
sion that showed that Frank H. Reppert of 
Cincinnati, O., and T. 8. Wells of Bainbridge, 
O., both notaries public, had been selling 
blank deeds signed and sealed by notaries 
public. Cobb is said to have admitted that 
A. L. Whyman, Cincinnati, O., had pro- 
cured some of these deeds, selling them at 
$1 a dozen. Upon this information Whyman 
was arrested March 7, and confessed to the 
truth of Cobb’s statement to authorities. 


Many Operators Are Implicated. 


Among Cobb's effects were papers impli- 
cating Nay Mikels, a real estate agent at 
Benton Harbor, Mich., formerly of Indian- 
apolis and South Bend, Ind. Mikels was ar- 
rested by inspectors at Benton Harbor, Mich., 
March 27, for dealing in fraudulentland. W. 
H. H. Miller, 8. E. Struble, and G. W. J. 
Wolts of Newark, O., were arrested on April 
2 and later Louis C. Boyle, the son of a bank- 
er at Whittemore, Ia., was arrested. 

Papers in possession of Miller, Struble, and 
Nay Mikel implicated Joseph P. Ward, Cen- 
tral City, Colo., who was arrested there on 
June 18. 

Then followed the arrest of C. Wilson of 
Caldwell, formerly of Whiting, Ind., at Jelli- 
co, Tenn., on July 8. Caldwell, the authori- 
ties charge, was offering to eject squatters 
and to perfect titles to their land for 10 cents 
a title. 

Further investigation led to the arrest of 
Andrew A. Kober, ex-city clerk of Leipsic, 
O., who, it is claimed, was implicated with 
Cobb. 

The arrest of Bradford yesterday was tne 
latest that has been made, though inspectors 
have several! others on their lists. 

Many indictments have been returned and 
the cases will be tried at Columbus, O. The 
men indicted will be tried under what the 
postoffice department calls the * conspiracy 
act.”’

Two hundred of the large manufacturing 
wholesale houses of Chicago are threatened 
with a loss of steam power, as the engineers 
in their boiler rooms have demanded an in- 
crease in wages and may strike next week 
if it is not granted. 

The concerns involved, members of the 
Steam Users’ association, have notified the 
engineers that they cannot afford to pay the 
Wages asked—37™% cents an hour—but are 
willing to compromise.

The purpose of the engineers is to force the 
employers of the city to make a uniform pay 
schedule. In this they are backed by the 
4 Steam Power council—one of the most pow- 
a erful labor bodies qf Chicago—and by a large 
ay faction of the coal teamsters’ union. Should

The engineers are not willing to arbitrate 
their demands. Their experience with the 
board of clergymen at the Unon stock yards 
has made them suspicious, and they further 
object to arbitration on the ground that it

ASSESSORS REFUSE TO FAVOR

Miller Says Most of Complainants Are

He says: ‘“ Germany has attained a state 
of perfection in piano manufacture not 
reached by any other nation.’’ 

If this refers to quality, we can merely 
call attention to the great concert instru- 
ments that are made in this country and 
praised by the renowned musicians and 
known throughout the civilized world. 
These are American pianos and pronounced 
by musical culture superior to any others. 


recorded facts are greatly against him. He 
says the 435 piano factories of Germany pro- 
duce 80,000 pianos per year. America has 
less than half that number of factories and 
‘produced 225,000 planos last year. Ten 
American factories manufacture each year 
more than Germany’s entire output. One 
factory alone—and in Chicago—makes one- 
fifth as many planos as all the German fac- 
tories ‘put together. The averige German 
made piano (not all of them) ix a cheaply 
constructed instrument, largely solid in South 
America and Mexico and to the cheaper Eng- 
lish trade. It could never be sold in this 
country, regardless of the tariff, because 
our people are too intelligent. 

It will be seen that Mr. Harris has grossly 
misrepresented his own country by his un- 
avorable comparison, and the figures prove 
that he was sadly ignorant of the subject.

TO TRAIN NURSES AT DUNNING.

Rock Island, Ill., July 29.—[{Special.]—The 
jvuint convention of Iilinois and bankers 
adjourned at Davenport today with the ad- 
vocates of asset currency claiming that im- 
portant ground had been gained inthe “ cam- 
paign of education.” 

The Chicago delegation, through their in- 
fluence with country bankers, prevented the 
introduction of any resolution antagonistic 
to asset currency. Although probably a 
large majority of the country bankers fa- 


like that in last year’s “ platform "’ adopted 
at Peoria, yet they were persuaded that in 
view of the division of sentiment the con- 
vention had better not commit itself for or 
against asset currency. 


Believe Committees Favorable. 


In the appointment of the committees to 
codperate with the Chicago Bankers’ club 
and Congressman Fowler in the preparation 
of a bill to reform the currency system, the 
friends of asset currency secured just what 
they had hoped for. Secretary Jackson of the 
Illinois association says that every man on 
the Illinois committee and probably a ma- 
jority of thore on the Iowa committee, is 
favorable to asset currency. It is likely that 
either August Blum of the First National 
bank of Chicago, whose views on the cur- 
rency question are similar to President For- 
gan’'s, or E. J. Parker of Quincy, who deliv- 
ered an earnest speech for asset currency 
at the New Orleans national convention last 
fall, will be chairman of this committee, 
which is to assist in the framing of the now 
much talked of “ Chicago plan”’ for re- 
forming the currency system. . 


Slap at Gov. Yates, 


An amusing feature of the convention was a 
“slap’’ at Gov. Yates. Nearly every one in 
the convention hall at Davenport was par- 
ticeps criminis to lese majesty against Llli- 
nois’ governor. The incident took place just 
after Gov. Cummins of Iowa had delivered 
the closing speech of the convention. This 
speech caused great enthusiasm, so that the 
motion to adjourn was not heard. In the 
midst of the oration August Blum of Chi- 
cago, apparently thinking that the adjourn- 
ment of the convention would be unconstitu- 
tional, said: 

“I move that the state of Illinois and the 
state of Iowa exchange governors.” 


New President Seconds Motion. 


The Illinois delegation began to cheer 
wildly, and the cheering was still further 
increased when William George, the newly 
eiected president of the Illinois association, 
said: “I wish to second this motion that 
Illinois exchange governors with Iowa.”' As 
the president is a close friend of Senator 
Hopkins, his seconding of the motion for 
Illinois to exchange Yates for Cummins oc- 
casioned much surprise among the delegates. 
The resolution for this exchange of gov- 
ernors was carried by the Illinois delegates 
with a whoop, the Iowa delegates apparently 
not noticing what was happening until it 
was too late to protest. 

After the demonstration was over Presi- 
dent George remarked to several present: 
“The carrying of that motion to exchange 
governors was the most important business 
we transacted.”’ 

The addresses by Congressman Fowler and 
by Gov. Cummins were the two features of 
the closing session of the convention. It was 
announced that Attorney General Hamliu of 
Illinois was unable to attend. 


Gives Attention to Dajwes’ Remarks. |. 


Congressman Fowler in his speech devoted 
attention to the recent remarks of ex-Con- 
troller Dawes. He said in part: 

**I still stand for my original propositions. 
The bill provided for the establishment of 
a single gold standard; second, for the re- 
tirement of the demand obligations of the 
government; third, for the funding of the 
national debt into 2 per cent gold coin bonds; 
fourth, for a credit currency; and fifth, for 
branch banking. There is not one of those 
propositions for which I do not stand today.” 


Gov. Cummins on “Conservatism.”’ 

The ‘“‘ Conservatism of Prosperity’ was 
the subject of the address of Gov.

FIGH? ON FRACTION PLAN, 


DERLYING COMPANIES. 


James J. Townsend Says Suite Will Be 
Inatitated te Contest the Ratifica- 
tion of Proposed New Leases and 
Agreements—Protective Committee 
Issues a Statement to Stockholders 
of the Two Roads Explaining the 
Advantages of the Reorganization. 


Minority stockholders of the North and 
West Chicago street railway companies are 
preparing to contest the Union Traction re- 
organization plan. James J. Townsend said 
yesterday that action would be begun in the 
courts as soon as possible to fight the ratifi- 
cation of the proposed new leases and agree- 
ments. 

Levy Mayer, who is attorney for a large 
holding of North Chicago stock, dictated the 
following statement: * 

‘‘Neither our clients nor their attorneys 
are terrorized, nor is the course the traction 
people are pursuing oné that is likely to in- 
spire confidence in their actions. If what they 
say they are doing is for the best interests 
of all the stockholders of the underlying 
companies, and is fortified by legality, there 
is no occasion for any buccaneering.” 


Statement to Stockholders. 


With the notices of the stockholders’ 
meetings of the two underlying companies, 
to be held on Aug. 18, which were sent out 
yesterday, were statements of the conditions 
of the new agreements with the Union Trac- 
tion company, which the stockholders will 
be asked to ratify. After setting forth 
the disadvantages the new dividend plan, as 
previously published, the protective commit- 
tee advises the acceptance of the terms on 
account of these claimed advantages: 

The gradual payment of your present floating 
debt of $3,400,000 is provided for. After the pay- 
ment of a 12 per cent dividend to the North Chi- 
cago com y and a 6 per cent on West Chicago 
before any dividends on Union Traction 
stock, the earnings, to the extent of $100,000a year, 
are to be applied pro rata to these floating debts. 
The voting power of the shares of your stock In the 
guarantee fund is taken away from the Union 
Traction company when it becomes, and so long as 
it remains, in default on its lease. Dividends are 
paid on this stock only after you get your full 
dividends with such accumulations as the lease pro- 
vides for. In other words, this stock as against 
your rights to dividends, is practically retired. 
The voting power alone exists as against you, and 
this only so long as the Union Traction company 
is not in default. 

A rearrangement of downtown terminals seems 
inevitable on the renewal of the franchises. By 
the abandanment of old routes and the acquirement 
of new ones in the names of other companies, the 
value of your property would be materially im- 
paired. Under the modified lease this is safe- 
guarded by providing that new terminals shall 
become the property of the North and the West 
Chicago companies, respectively, thus enabling 
these two companies to preserve their terminal 
rights downtown, and operate their lines as a com- 
plete system. 

Litigation will be avoided, a disintegration of 
the different properties is escaped, a united and 
harmonious attitude will be preserved at a time 
when new franchises must be sought, and the pres- 
ent Union Traction interests will be encouraged to 
reorganize and advance, or secure the money 
needed to rehabilitate the system. 


Authorized to Borrow $400,000. 


Judge Grosscup has authorized the recely- 
ers of the Union Traction company to borrow 
$400,000 to retire that amount of bonds of 
the Chicago Passenger railway (the Harri- 
son street line), which become due on Aug. 1. 


GREATEST CLOCK IN WORLD 
FOR ST. LOUIS EXPOSITION. 


Timepiecc Will Have Dial 120 Feet in 
Diameter, Made of Flowers—Blossoms 
Also to Mark Hours. 


Milwaukee, Wis., July 29.—[Special.]—The 
greatest clock in the world, the dial of 
which will be 120 feet in diameter, is being 
built here for use at the Louisiana Purchase 
exposition next year, and it is declared it will 
proye one of the most interesting features. 

Only the hands and machinery are being 
made here, for the dial is to be a brilliant bed 
of flowers. The clock will be placed on the 
side of the hill north of the agricultural 
building. 

The minute hand will be sixty feet long, 
and the ring at the end, which will be fas- 
tened to the machinery, will be eight feet in 
diameter, large enough to hold twelve men 
easily. 

A hundred persons might promenade on 
this hand without interfering with the move- 
ments of the timepiece. The minute hand 
will move five feet every minute. 

The flower bed will be a masterpiece of 
the florist’s art. The numerals marking the 
various hours will be fifteen feet-in length 
and made of bright colored coleus, a dense 
foliage plant with bright colored leaves 
that may be pruned and kept symmetrical 
without danger of impairing its growth. The 
dark green of the leaves of this plant, it is 
thought, will make an effective contrast to 
the bright colors of the flowers covering the 
rest of the dial. These flowers will be laid 
out in an elaborate pattern. 

In a broad circle surrounding the dial will 
be twelve flower beds, one opposite each hour, 
and each two feet wide and fifteen feet long. 
These will be of various flowers, each select- 
ed so that the blossoms will be open at the 
particular hour it represents and at no other. 
In this way both the hands of the clock and 
the flowers will tell the time of day. At 
might the timepiece will be iMtuminated with 
2,000 incandescent lights. 

The hands and machinery are being con- 
structed by the Johnson Service company.

Defense Concludes Evidence

SPEECHES BY LAWYERS.

The state 
holds that this same fork was used to dig 
Faul’s shallow grave. 

“ It was two days after Paul disappeared,” 
said the child. 

“In what condition did you find the fork?’’ 
asked Assistant State’s Attorney New- 
comer. 

“It was muddy, just as it is now,” re- 
turned the girl, and the state held that it had 
scored a point. 


Attorneys Begin Arguments. 

The state introduced two witnesses in re- 
buttal and the evidence was closed. The 
arguments began atonce. Assistant State’s 
Attorney Carey opened for the state and 
was followed by Attorney Joseph R. Burres 
for the defense. This morning Assistant 
State’s Attorney Newcomer will close for 
the prosecution, and after instructions by the 
court the case will go tothe jury.

He is still being treated with serum, though 
the boy has passed over the acute and critical 
stage of lockjaw, and for a day or so longer 
he will get the serum.

NEWS OF THE INSURANCE FIELD. 


Heavy Fire Losses in Packing Houses to 
Mean a Big Increase in 
Rates. 


Recent heavy losses on packing houses tn 
St. Joseph, Mo., and Chicago, with a dis- 
astrous experience on the line for several 
years past, have caused the Western union 
to revise the packing house schedule, mak- 
ing an increase in rates which will average 
at least 25 per cent. The rates will go into 
effect as soon as the new schedules are 
printed, and they are expected to be out by 
Saturday. 

The basis rate is increased, in recognition 
of the fact that the hazard of the packing 
house has been underestimated, many of the 
present charges for hazards and deficiencies 
in protection are increased, and new charges 
are added. The latter cover new processes 
and hazards not contemplated in the packing 
house business a few years ago. Several of 
the new charges or increased charges cover 
the points recently specified in this column, 
as lessons drawn from the Hammond loss at 
St. Joseph, notably openings in division 
walls, icing and loading sheds running past 
division walls, and laundries and dressing 
rooms not fireproof, and without iron closets 
for grease soaked clothing.

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| THE LIES OF A SMALL BOY. 
Last week the 11 year old boy Julius Wil- 
trax told a jury about a murder committed 
in his presence by his stepfather and moth- 
er. Apparently he told a straight story. 
The cross-examination did not shake him. 
It looked black for the defense. Yesterday 
after the boy had had an interview with his 
parents he was put on the stand again, and 


took back all he had said. He denied any 


knowledge of the murder whose details he 
had described minutely. The reason he 
gave for telling what he admitted to be 
lies was that the police scared him—they 
threatened to take him away from his 
‘mother, 

Some will be persuaded that the police 
‘in their eagerness tomake out a case against 
a person whom they suspected of a crime 
they could not prove he had committed in- 
fiaenced a boy to bear false witness. There 
‘have been instances where something of this 
kind has been done to convict men whom 
the police believed to be guilty. Neverthe- 
‘less it is not necessary to be driven to the 
‘eoiclusion that Chicago police officers per- 
guaded a boy to swear against his parents, 
‘and coached him so well that he was able 
‘to rattle off a false story smoothly, not once 
contradicting himself. 

Some small children have an extraor- 
finary capacity of lying, aud Julius Wil- 


‘trax may be one of them. The evident 


desire of the police that he should know 
something about the murder may have 

stimulated his imagination, and when he 

learned, after’the defense had had a chance 
to talk to him, that his story might have 
gerious consequences for his mother he 
‘took it all back. 

‘Perhaps he told the truth in the first place 
jand is lying now. That is what the police 
will say. It is for the jury to decide. They 

are better able than outsiders can be to 

determine when the boy told the truth. 


a POPULIST FACTIONS UNITE. 

In 1900 there was a split in the populist 
party. It was due to a disagreement as 
to policy, not principles. One faction was 
against fusion, and nominated Wharton 
Barker for president. The other faction 
nominated William J. Bryan. The anti- 
Tusionists cast 151,000 votes. How many 
the fusionists cast is unknown—certainly 
‘not eudugh to elect Bryan. 


Since 1900 the democratic party has 


‘turned its back on populism. There is no 
longer a political organization, unless it be 


_ the social laborites or the social democrats, 


for the populists to fuse with. Therefore 
the two factions have come together and 
have resolved to paddle their own canoe— 
to “ present a united front to the enemy ”’ 
in 1904. The election returns will show how 
many men still belong to a party which in 
1892 gave Weaver over a million votes. 

In the address which has been sent out 
to-an indifferent public by the amalgamated 
brotherhood of populists it is stated that 
affiliation with republicans or democrats 
is impossible, but that there is a spirit of 
uurest throughout the country which may 
bring recruits to the party which stands 
by the principles of the Omaha platform. 

One of them is the free coinage of silver 
at the ratio of 16 to 1. Another is the 
issuance of a “safe and flexible national 
eurrency,”’ to be loaned to the people at 2 
per cent a year. Néither principle is likely 
to appeal forcibly to the voters in the near 
future. 

The people’s party may not cast many 
votes next year, but it will probably live 
on. The country is so populous now that 
there will be a permanent cheap moncy 
party, which will regularly nominate presi- 
dential candidates. The greenback party 
attended t6 the business in 1876 and 1880, 
and was succeeded by the people’s y 
which carries the banner of fiatism. —

Then seven agents of the society, two police- 
men, and three young lawyers, arriving in 
four different carriages from four different 
directions, burst into policy headquarters 
by four different entrances, and immediately 
had in their possession the evidence which 
sent Al Adams to Sing Sing. In Chicago 
we cannot expect a coup of this kind. Our 
fate is not a coup but a campaign.

FARM OWNERS AND TENANTS. 

It has always been the custom of Ameri- 
cans to extol] the farmer and to assert that 
a nation largely composed of freeholding 
farmers is a nation founded on a rock upon 
which the rains may descend and the winds 
blow in vain. On the other hand,it has been 
pointed out that the countries wherein land 
has been concentrated in the hands of great 
owners and peasant proprietors have been 
reduced to the position of tenants or hired 
men, contain within’themselves the seeds of 
decay. The fall of Rome is by many at- 
tributed to the disappearance of the small 
Italian farms owned by freemen and the 
substitution for them of great estates 
worked by slaves. In view of these doc- 
trines, largely subscribed to by American 
politicians and publicists, the constantly in- 
creasing tendency of the people of this 
country to forsake farms for cities has been 
frequently commented on and deplored, 
The census figures at successive decades 
show that the percentage of urban popula- 
tion has grown considerably greater at each 
successive decade. In 1790 3.4 per cent of 
the people lived in cities of 8,000 or over; 
in 1840, 8.5 per cent; in 1860, 16.1 per cent; 
in 1880, 22.6 per cent; and in 1900, 33.1 per 
cent. These figures exclude Hawaii, the 
Indian territory, and Indian reservations. 

But greatly as the rush to the cities has 
been commented upon, another fact equally 
noteworthy has been overlooked. That is 
the decreasing percentage of farmers who 
own their own farms and the increasing per- 
centage of farms worked by tenants. 

Of the 5,759,657 farms in the United 
States recorded in the census of 1900, 63.7 
per cent were operated by their owvers and 
35.3 per cent were operated by tenants. In 
1890 71.6 per cent of all farms were oper- 
ated by owners and 28.4 per cent by tenants. 
In 1880, 74.5 per cent of all farms were oper- 
ated by owners and 25.5 per cent by tenants. 
In this connection it should be explained 
that operation or partial operation of a 
farm by a member of the owner’s family 
constitutes operation by the owner. In the 
north central division, containing the great 
farming states of Ohio, Indiana, Lilinois, 
Michigan, Wisconsin, Minnesota, Iowa, 
Missouri, North Dakota, South Dakota, 
Kansas, and Nebraska, 72.1 per cent of the 
farms were operated by owners and 20.9 
per cent by tenants in/1900, 76.6 per cent by 
owners and 23.4 per cent by tenants in 1890, 
and 79.5 per cent by owners and 20.5 per 
cent by tenantg,j In Illinois the per- 
centage of tena is even higher, 
being in 1890 34 per cent to 66 per cent, and 
in 1900 39.3 per cent to 60.7 per cent. 

Going a step farther we find that of the 
farmers who do own their homes a larger 
percentage of them are in hebt than former- 
ly.. The percentage of free farm homes to 
incumbered farm homes was, in the whole 
eountry, in 1900 68.9 per cent to 31.1 per 
cent; in 1890, 71.8 per cent to 28.2 per cent, 
In themorth central division the percentage 
of free and incumbered homes was about 
the same at the two periods, being in 1890 
57.5 per cent free and 42.5 per cent incum- 
bered, and in 1900,'58.3 per cent free and 
41.7 per cent incumbered. The gains in the 
percentage of free homes of this division 
were made almost entirely in the states of 
Kansas, Nebraska, and the Dakotas. In 
Kansas the free farm homes constituted 
58.2 per cent in 1900, against 44.5 per cent 
in 1890; in South Dakota for the same years 
the free homes are as 63.3 to 47.6, and in 
North Dakota, 68.6 to 51.3. In the older 
states the percentage of free farms dimin- 
ished, the figures in Illinois being, 1890, 
free, 63.3, incumbered, 36.7; 1900, free, 
60.7, incumbered, 39.3. 

Parallel with the movement from the 
farms to the cities, and with the diminu- 
tion of the number of farm owners as com- 
pared with farm tenants, and consequent 
upon those tendencies, has come an increase 
in the average size of farms. Or, in other 
words, farm lands are becoming concen- 
trated in fewer hands relatively to the 
total acreage under cultivation. In 1890 
the average size of a farm in the United 
States was 136.5 acres; in 1900 the aver- 
age size of a farm was 146.6 acres. In the 
north central states the figures for average 
sized farms are, in 1890, 133.4 acres; in 
1900, 1445 acres. Illinois, however, has 
decreased the size of its average farm in 
the ten years from 126.7 to 124.8 acres. 
The increases in average size occur chiefly 
in the western states. As diversified farm- 
ing becomes more popular, the tendency to 
increase the size of farms and to decrease 
the comparative number of farm owners 
may be checked. The census commissioner 
accounts for the decrease in the size of LIli- 
nois farms “by the subdivisions of old 
farms near cities for use in the growing of. 
fruit and vegetables, which accounts for 
the decrease in the average area of farms 
in that state.” . 

The tendency away from the farms to 
the cities is one which few Americans will 
regard with pleasure. Whether the com- 
parative increase in the number of tenants 
is deplorable depends upon circumstances. 
If it means that most of those who are now 
tenants were once farm laborers who have 
rented farms in the hope of saving up 
enough money to enable them to buy land 
and become independent, there is no occa- 
sion for regret. If it means that owners 
have lost their farms and work as tenants | 
the lands they once owned there is occasion 
for regret. There is nothing to prove that 
many farmers are going down in the world. 

The increase in the percentage of incum- 
bered farms is not necessarily a bad sign. 
It depends altogether on whether the loans | 
have been wisely or unwisely made. The 
subject was fully discussed in 1896, when 
the magnitude of the farm mortgage debt 
of the United States was.one of the argu- 
ments advanced by the Bryanites to induce 
the farmers to vote for free silver and 50 
cent dollars. It was proved at that time

cause the borrowers were hard uy but tn 
order to enable them to buy land or to im- 
prove and make more productive the land 
they already owned. Of the many mort- 
gages existing in 1890 comparatively few 
have been foreclosed. As the farmers are 
much better off now than they were in that 
year it may safely be assumed that the in- 
crease in the number of farm mortgages 

not a bad omen. 7 


WELL DECIDED. 

Judge Tuley’s decision about automobile 
tags is as clear as any court decision can be 
when it has to act as umpire in the eternal 
conflict between Personal Liberty and the 
Police Power. 

In some religions men have imagined an 
eternal spirit of evil engaged in an eterna] 
conflict with an eternal spirit of good. Com- 
mon law seems to have arrived at a similar 
dualistic conception of things. It sets up 
Personal Liberty to assert the rights of the 
individual and the Police Power to assert 
the rights of the state. Then it sets itself 
up as umpire, and from time to time issues 
bulletins on the progress of the struggle and 
the condition of the antagonists. 

In this particular round of the long fight 
Police Power sent Personal Liberty to the 
mat. Personal Liberty claimed that the 
state could not invade the privileges of the 
individual citizen by obliging him against 
his will to append a numeral to any vehicle 
in which he chose to proceed along the 
public streets. Broughams, landaus, victo- 
rias, baby carriages, and wheelbarrows are 
not tagged. To force automobiles to get 
tagged would be to encourage unjust dis- 
crimination, class legislation, and malicious 
persecution. 

Police Power, which sometimes seems to 
be Common Sense under a legal alias, re- 
plied that an automobile, while bling 
a baby carriage in being a vehicle, was so 
different from a baby carriage in-many other 
respects that special regulations were neces- 
sary in order to secure adequate protection 
for the public. 

Thereupon Judge Tuley gave the decision 
to Police Power on points, and Personal 
Liberty retired to its corner to be sponged 
by those few belated, outdated individual- 
ists who can’t yet see why a man shouldn’t 
“do what he pleases with his own prop- 
erty.” 

The crowd will not mob Umpire Tuley if 
his decisions continue to be as fair as this

LETTER OF MARQUISE DE FONTENOY

.UST before going out of office the Span- 
ish cabinet made a demand upon King 
Alfonso that his projected interview 
with his grandmother, Queen Isabella, 
and her visit to Spain, for which all 

arrangements had been made, should not 
take place—at any rate, for the present— 
owing to the critical character of the polit- 
ical and dynastic situation in the peninsula. 

Queen Isabella has not set foot in Spain 
since the birth of the young king, whom she 
has never seen, and when, shortly before 
his appearance in the world, she visited 
Spain for the purpose of condoling with her 
widowed daughter-in-law, her brief sojourn 
on Spanish soil gave rise to so much political 
intrigue that her immediate departure and 
return to France was considered imperative 
by the cabinet of the day. 

Queen Isabella represents—at any rate, so 
far as the past is concerned—the least re- 
spectable element of the present dynasty. 
Her visit to Madrid could not fail to revive 
memories of many unsavory scandals in the 
past, which would inevitably have the ef- 
fect of further damaging the prestige of 
King Alfonso’s shaky throne. 


Every reader of the late Lord Beacons- 
fleld’s most famous novel, “ Lothair,”’ will 
recall] the duchess, who plays such an im- 
portant part in influencing the career of the 
hero. The lady thus attractively portrayed 
by the great tory premier of Queen Victoria 
in his novel is the dowager duchess of Aber- 
corn, who has just celebrated her 9lst 
birthday at Montague house, Whitehall, her 
children, grandchildren, great grandchil- 
dren, and great great grandchildren having 
assembled in London to the number of nearly 
200 in order to present her their good wishes. 

The dowager duchess has had fourteen 
children, of whom ten survive—nemely: the 
present duke of Abercorn; his brothers, the 
Lords Claud, George, Frederick, and Ernest 
Hamilton; the duchess of Buccleuch, the 
marchioness of Lansdowne; Albertha, duch- 
ess, of Marlborough; Harriet, countess of 
Lichfield; and the countess of Winterton. 
Among the survivors of her sixty-five grand- 
children are the duke of Marlborough, the 
duchess of Leeds, the marchioness of Water- 
ford, the earl of Lichfield, the ear! of Dur- 
ham, the countesses of Pembroke and of 
Wicklow, the marquis of Hamilton, and Rear 
Admira] the Hon. Hedworth Lambton. 

The great grandchildren include the little 
marquis of Blanford, who has an American 
mother in the person of William K. Van- 
derbilt’s daughter, Consuelo, while the great 
great grandchildren’s number has been in- 
creased within the last two or three weeks 
by the birth of a son and heir to Lord and 
Lady Dunglass, Lord Dunglass being the 
eldest son and heir of the earl of Home. 

The nonagenarian dowager duchess of 
Abercorn still retains many traces of that 
beauty for which she was famous fifty years 


| ago, and which caused her and her handsome 


husband to be celebrated as the most comely, 
and stately couple in the united kingdom. 


But few people are aware that Sir Reginald 
Palgrave, who has just celebrated his 74th 
birthday, and who bears a name honored 
alfke among parliamentarians and men 
of letters, and who was for nearly fifty 
years clerk of the house of commons, is a 
member of the Jewish race. Like his two 
brothers, Sir William Palgrave and Prof. 
Palgrave, the celebrated poet and essayist 
and author of the “ Gokden Treasury of 
English Song,’’ which ts one of the standard 
works of the English language, he is a son 
of the famous antiquary, Sir Francis Pal- 
grave, who in his youth bore the name of 
Meyer Cohen, but received on his marriage 
and conversion to Christianity a royal li- 
cense to assume the name of Palgrave, which 
was the maiden name of his wife's mother. 
He died as keeper of the state records. 

Of his three sons, it was Sir William Pal- 
grave who had the most romantic career. 
He was in turn an Oxford graduate, an offi- 
cer of the British army in India, a Roman 
Catholic monk in India, then a priest of the 
order of the Jesuits. He finally abandoned 
the Roman Catholic church and holy orders 
to devote himself to oriental exploration. 
Appointed British consul at Trebizond, he 
became enthusiastic about Mohammedan- 
ism, and such an adept in its doctrines and 
so proficient in the knowledge of Arabic and 
of Arablan manners and customsthat he was 
regarded and treated by the Arabs as one 
of their own leaders and sheiks. The in- 
fluence which he acquired at Constantinople 
was superior to that enjoyed by any other 
foreigner since the beginning of the nine- 
teenth century, and it was entirely due to his 
advice that the late sultan adopted the fatal 
policy of planting Circassian colonies in 
Bulgaria previous to the war of 1876. | 


After that war the barbarities perpetrated 
upon the Christian population by the Turkish 
irregular soldiers had the effect of disgusting 
him with the Mohammedan religion. He be- 
came an anti-Turk, and, having been trans- 
ferred by the English government to Siam 
as its minister plenipotentiary at Bangkok, 
he became as enthusiastic a Buddhist and 
as much of an adept in its doctrines as he 
had previously been in those of Islam. 
With that pecullar way which the English 
foreign office has of sending men to precisely 
the ports for which they are least qualified, 
as. for instance, when they appointed Sir 
Edward Thornton, who had spent his entire 
diplomatic career in the western hemisphere, 
to Constantinople. and Sir Richard Burton, 
the famous African explorer, as consul to 
Brazil, it nominated Sir William Palgrave 
as its minister plenipotentiary to the Ar- 
gentine republic. where he speedily suc- 
cumbed to the climate, a loss not only to the 
diplomatic profession but more especially 
to the scientific world. 
Few men have contributed more to geo- 
graphical science and to oriental law. For, 
in addition to the various different phases 
to his career above described. he under- 
took a mission. in behalf of the English gov- 
ernment to the savage Emperor Theodore 
of Abyssinia in order to secure the release 
of the latter’s white captives, and likewise 
spent three years in exploring the whole 
of the Arabian peninsula, for all the knowl- 
edge concerning which the western world 
is almost entirely dependent upon his works. 


It was only to be expected that Lord 
Archie Campbell and other champions of 
distinctive Scotch customs, characteristics, 
and dress should rise up in arms against 
the decision of the Canadian government 
to do away with the kilt in its militia, and 
to prohibit the formation of any additional 
kilted corps, on the ground that ‘‘ the do- 
minion cannot support mere show regi- 
ments,”’ and that in future the militia must 
be ‘‘ more soldierly.”’ | 
The Canadian authorities are, however, only 
acting in accordance Kitchener's 
recommendations. For while the kilt is all 
well in Scotland, even in the hardest of 
weather, it affords no protection to the knees 
when campaigning in countries such as south 
Africa, where the vegetation consists mainly 
of mimosa scrub, with thorns like small 
marlin spikes, grasses which cut like razors, 
and other similar amenities, not to mention 
rocks, sharp stones, and ant heaps. More- 
over the colors of the kilts showed up so 
vividly in the sun of south Africa that dur- 
ing the recent Boer war the soldiers of the 
Highland regiments were forced to adopt 
khaki aprons to render themselves less con- 
spicuous. It was in consequence of this that 
the war department in London on the recom- 
mendation of Lord Kitchener decided to 
abolish the kilt of the Highland regiments 
of the army except for “show purposes.”’ 
The Canadian government, however, does 
not see its way clear to waste any money 
on military accouterments for show pur- 


poses.

the curb stone. They assert, and with jus- 
tice, it seems, that because one is a pawne 
broker's clerk it does not follow that one has 
.overcome the natura! desire for sleep. 

So long as there is a possibility of an une 
fortunate citizen wanting to pawn his chat- 
tel goods, the clerks affirm, the proprietors 
will keep their shops open. Ever and anon 
a frantic individual will rush in with a fam- 
ily heirloom along about midnight. and the 
proprietor thus sees the wisdom of keeping 
the front door open always. 

The clerks want Wednesday and Friday 
nights and Sunday afternoons free from 
business cares. Agreements with many of 
the proprietors, it is said, have given them 
this right, and the fight is now to carry the 
movement further. 

“Some of these pawnshops,”” said T. J, 
Johnson, one of the officers of the Federated 
Clerks’ council, “‘ have no door key at all 
They are open all the time, and the clerks 


a day. 
“ There is one thing which complicates the 
movement. Many of the shops are kept and 


ployed. The husband and the wife and thelf 
sons or daughters do the work, and they can 
keep open as long as they please. With such 
shops open the proprietors who do hire clerk 
kick against closing. 

“The shops are located almost entirely ff 
Clark street, Halsted street. and West Madi- 
son. With only one exception, so far as I 
know, they are kept by Jews. One Irishman: 
has a pawnshop in Halsted street, but the 
rest are Jews. Whena family keeps the shop 
they have their living rooms either back of 
the store or above it. They can regulate 
their hours to suit themselves. 

“The local now has about 100 clerks, an@ 
that number includes nearly all employed 
in the business, we believe. 

“The great trouble is that the proprietors 
watch each other, and one will not close um- 
til he sees the others doing it. Some of them 
will sit out all night rather than be the 
first to close their shops.” 

It will be well for those who may have 
need of a friend in a hurry to remember that 
watches may not be pawnable on Wednesday 
and Friday nights and Sunday afternoons if 
the clerks succeed in their movements. Thus 
black Friday will have additional signifi- 
cance and Wednesday will come in for @ 
share of gloom. ©.

Houses in the provision trade are facing an 
unusual condition of things In the matter of 
insurance on produce. Protection of this 
character is so extremely scarce that yester- 
day the directors were appealed to as a 
means of devising some plan by which the 
strained conditions might he modified. There 
Was a story around the r that the com- 
plaints which brought the directors together 
came from the Armour people, although this 
is not the only house which is said to be 
suffering from a lack of insurance facilities. 
The trouble, as a leading packer views it, is 
that during the past year or so. 80 many 
insurance companies have been legislated 
out of business in this state as to make it 
almost impossible to place insurance now on 
any considerable line of hog product. In- 
surance has also, it is claimed, been made 
scarce) by the frequency of fires in the pack- 
ing house district, which has induced the 
fewer companies doing business to restrict 
their risks. All available room in the reg- 
ular houses is said te be in use. Hiven the 
International and the North American com- 
panies’ houses at the yards, the only ones 
Outside of the “ combine," are used by Lipton 
and Boyd-Lunham, Of late buyers of product 
have been disposed to claim the seller ought 
to furnish the insurance, though this is not 
provided for in any way in board of trade 
rules. But to relieve the situation as far as 
possible this insurance is furnished by the 
seller whenever he happens to have it. The 
directors, when they met in special! session, 
took action which, representative packing in- 
terests are inclined to think, will result in 
endless confusion. By vote the directors 
adopted the following as the “ ninth require- 
ment’ for warehouses for the storage of 
provisions; ‘‘ The proprietors, or managers, 
of a regular provision warehouse shall not 
issue for regular delivery, nor shall the 
regristrar of provisions register for regular 
delivery, any warehouse receipts for which 
it is not possible to obtain proper insurance 
on the property by the party, or parties, re- 


ceiving the said warehouse receipts on a 


regular delivery.’ Provision traders last 
night were uncertain how the fact of “ proper 
insurance "' would be shown, and were of the 
opinion there would have to be another meet- 
ing to interpret the action of yesterday. To 
the outsider it seemed plain enough that 
packers could not deliver product as regular 
or contract beyond the amount of insurance 
they carry on stocks in their houses. The

Recessary to Buy Evanevilie and Terre 


Haute to Have Road Into Southern 
Territory—Sale of Des Moines and 
Fort Dodge te Same System Also is 
Expected—City Ticket Offices te Be 
Merged — Omaha Extension Ready 
Seon—Mileage War Awalited. 


The absorption of the Evansville and Terre 
Haute railroad by the Rock Island-’Frisco 
system caused no surprise in railroad circles 
in Chicago. The Evansville and Terre Haute 
has been used for years by the Chicago and 
Eastern Illinois, a part of the ’Frisco sys- 
tem. as its outlet from Terre Haute to Evans- 
ville, where connection is made with the 
Louisville and Nashville, with which the 
Eastern Illinois has a through traffic ar- 
rangement to and from all important points 
in the south. 

Had the Evansville and Terre Haute been 
plowed to fall into other hands, the Chicago 
: | Bastern Illinois would have been com- 
) Jed to build an independent line from 
‘erre Haute or Brazil, Ind., to the Ohio 
tiver, to prevent. ite being shut out of the 
southern territory. 

The two roads were placed under one man- 
agement a number of years ago, but D. J. 
Mackey of Evansville, who controlled both 
roads, was compelled to let go of the Hastern 
Illinois within a year or two after that ime 
Since then the Hnes have been under sepa- 
rate management, but have maintained close 
traffic relations. 

It is stated that the relations between the 
Louisville and Nashville and the 'Frisco are 
to be close, and the Evansville and Terre 
Haute was essential to enable this com- 
munity of interests to reach the point of per- 
fection. No further changes are contem- 

lated in the officials of the Evansville and 
Reese Haute, outside of the election of Mr. 


Yoakum as president. 
Another Purchase Is Expected. | 


Rock Isiand officials say no offer has been 
made for the Des Moines and Fort Dodge, yet 
a deal is expected. The latter road, control 
of which was bought by W. L. Stow and E. 
S$. Hooley last year, is operated by the Rock 
Island under a lease which has two years 
to run. It is supposed the Rock Island ul- 
timately will buy control of the property. 


Ticket Offices to Be Merged. 


The city ticket offices of the Chicago and 
Bastern Illinois railroad, now located in the | 
Merchants’ Loan and Trust building in | 
Acama street, will be moved soon to the city 
ticket office of the Rock Island system, 
Ceark and Adams streets. 

Ross Bookwalter, city ticket agent of the 
Chicago and East liinois, will become 
city ticket agent of the Rock Island-’Frisco 
system in addition to being agent-of the 
Chicago and Eastern Illinois and the Evans- 
ville and Terre Haute roads, the latter hav- 
ing just been absorbed by the ‘Frisco. 
George F. Lee, general agent of the Rock 
Island-’Frisco system, will be made general 
-- agent of all the lines controlled by the Rock 
Island and will have charge of the city 
ticket offices of that company. 

conBolidation of the city ticket offices 
of all lines in the Rock Island-’Frisco sys- 
tem will result in a great saving of expense, 
The general offices of the Chicago and Dast- 
ern Illinois will remain for the present in 
the Ellsworth building, as accommodation 
for them cannot be found in the Rock 
Island’s office building connected with the 
new La Salle street station. 

Omaha Extension Ready Soon. 

"The new Omaha extension of the Chicago 

"Great Western practically has been com- 
pleted, and will be opened for business by 
fhe end of August. The opening of this road 
is looked forward to with concern the 
Chicago-Omaha roads. They fear the ag- 
gressiveness of the Chicago Great Western 
will have a serious effect on the rate situa- 
tion and that rates between Chicago and 
Omaha will suffer further demoralization. 
_.- Much of the Omaha packing house:product 

will be diverted to the Chicago Great West- 
erm, as the result of the deal which President 
Stickney made with the Missouri river pack- 
ers some time ago. He is guaranteed a cer- 
tain amount of the packing house product 

from Missouri river points for cut- 
ting down the rate from 23% cents per 100 
pounds to 18% cents from Kansas City an 
other Missouri river points reached by the 
Chicago Great Western. 


Mileage Trouble Is Expected. 

New complications have arisen over the 
contemplated change in interchangeable 
mileage books by some of the western roads. 
The rules of the mileage bureau of the West- 
ern Passenger association cannot be changed 
except by unanimous consent of all the lines. 
The Gould and Rock Island lines, opposed to 
a ticket good on their lines, will not consent to 
have such ticket handled by the mileage 
bureau. It is probable the linc- wishing to 
adopt the new ticket will estavlish an inde- 
pendent bureau.
